But what you may not 
know,” he added, “‘is that the price 
to the farmer dropped drastically 
several months ago.” He pointed 


* out that Toronto hog prices had 


dropped to $40 by mid-July, to 
$29 by mid-September. 

“On the basis of the decrease 
in price to the farmer, the 
“housewife should now be paying 
only 6c or 64c for the best side 
bacon’ iristead: of 80c or 85c,’”” 
stated the C.C.F. M.P., who is

OTTAWA (CPA).—A motion 
by C,C.F. M.P. Stanley Knowles to 
do away with ‘the $60 ceiling on 
payments under the special income 
tax earmarked for the new old’age 
sécurity scheme was voted down 
118-27. by Liberal and Tory Mem- 
bers in tne.House. The’ vote came 


on a procedural issue, but M.P.’s. 


divided on the merits of the 


Knowles amendment.

Conference Soon 


Recognizing that “an effective 

disarmament program requires a 
count and_ strict limitation of 
atomic and other weapons under 
United Nations control and_ in- 
spection,” the Alberta C.C.Y.M: 
at their convention in Red. Deer 
called for a. disarmament con- 
ference of all nations to be held 
as soon as. possible. 
_ The C.C.F. young ‘people also 
urged that “the C.C.Y.M. and 
C.C.F: must be ever. vigilant’ to 
guard against the curtailing of 
liberty of thought, speech and 
association”. As the convention 
declared, ‘Although we - can 
spare no sympathy for the Com- 
munists, as they are in fact 
foreign agents of the most mon- 
strous totalitarian state that his- 
tory has ever known, we must be 
on our guard when anyone is per- 
secuted for holding an opinion, 
expressing that opinion, or associ- 
ating with others of. the same 
opinion.”

15. Canadians will have full 
social rights only when the econ- 
omic system serves the needs of all 
the people. Under capitalism, de- 
cisions about production—the kind, 
quantity, and quality of ,oods—are 
taken in the light of the profit that 
the private owners of industry can 
make. During depressions, gluts 
appear -and factories close down. 
During, booms, profiteering. spurs 
inflation, and the dollar loses much: 
of its buying power. Those who 
apologize for capitalism contend 
that economic laws will correct 
these bad conditions. But the fact 
ig that in Canada monopolies and 
price-fixing combinations have be- 
come so powerful that a small num- 
ber of. men control the economy to 


| suit themselves.. 


16. The economy must be ox;ran- 
ized for steady and increasing pro- 
duction in which everyone must do 
his share. We must have full em- 
ployment’ with full buying power 
"and afaiy distribution of goods Ghd 
services. Human need, not private 
pr ofit, must be the watchword. 


17. Econotnic planning is essen- 
tial to socialism:-The’ idea ‘of plan- 
ning is not new. It is already used 
in great measure by governments 
that try to bolster up, the capitalist 
system. It is used by the owners of 
business not only for efficiency - ‘but 
also to reduce cqmpctition, create 
shortages, and keep prices and 
profits high. The socialist policy is 
economic planning by the people 
through’ their governments and 
with their consent and co-operation.. 
The voters will decide, the broad 
policies to be folowed;~and ‘plan- 
ning agencies will carry out their 
wishes. Planning will not ‘be wholly: 
centralized-in the national govefn- 
ment, for much of it.can be done 
by the. provinces, much by the 
municipalities, and some of-it will 
require co-operation among all 
three levelstof government. And 
throurch their organizations, fart 
er, labor, management and other 
groups can help with plans and 
programs from their own particu- 
lar point of view. 


18. “Social ow nership and control 
of the machinery for the produc- 
tion and distribution of goods and 
services is basic .to socialist ‘plan- 
ning. Its forms. will be as varied as 
the needs for them. Some will be 
linked’ with, the national govern- 
ment, some with provincial or mun- 
icipal governments, ‘and some will 
be co-operatives. s oe 

‘19. Socialist planning’ does not 
presuppose public ownership of all 
the means of production, but ‘it 
does ‘demand that productive enter- 
prise of vital importance °to ‘the 
community's welfare, be ‘trans- 
ferred to social ownership as swift- 
ly as. possible. Enterprises remain- 
ing in private hands can: be con- 
trolled by the requiremént’ that 
they fit’their policies to.the overall 
plan. The pattern of, the economy, 
the extent and pace of socialization 
will be determined by the cor commiun- 
ity in its. own interests. 


20. The C.C.F. believes that the 
balance of economic power must 
be swung over to the public from 
the huge concentrations of ir- 
responsible corporate wealth that 
contro] it now. Only a planned 
program can bring about produc- 
tion of the kind and amount neces- 
sary for a rising standard of living 
for all. The C.C.F. believes that 
the Canadian people have the

D. Political Principles 


21. Political democracy gives 
each man and woman a part to 
play: in government. It puts the 
forming of, public policies, the care 
-of common interests, the future of 
a nation, under control of the 
people’s will. The state becomes 
the servant of its citizens, 
their master, and the way to peace- 
ful change is kept open. 


22. But history shows that the 
goal of full democracy cannot~be 
reached without effort. From 
Magna Carta to votes for women, 
the political gains of today have 
been hard-won. At each stage, 
government has been shaped and 
used by those who wielded econo- 
mic power. Though Canadians 
have a well-developed political 
denrdtracy, business life is control- 
led by the few rather than the 
many. ‘The rise of economic 
democracy ‘as been slow. , 


23. The machinery of political

The C.C.F. lost valuable ground 
in the Ontario Provincial election 
on November 22. Not only was 
representation in the provincial 
house reduced from 
21. to 2, but the 
provincial leader, 
Ted Jolliffe, was 
himself defeated, 
the Liberals emerg- 
ed as official op- 
position. It: is small 
consolation that the 
strength was reduced

leader was also defeated, running 
third in his own riding. 

The reasons for the result are 
probably not simple or easy to ex- 
plain. If the majority of the elec- 
torate were concerned about high 
prices, high rents, a shortage of 
housing, lack of adequate health 
care, high municipal taxes,. and 
other issues on which the eine 
fought the election, they “ were 
clearly not persuaded that the 
Conservative government of On- 
tario was primarily responsible or 
that they could-’nd should do any- 
thing about these issues. That sat- 
isfaction with the record of the 
government, in spite of what the 
C.C.F. felt were the shortcomings, 


was undoubtedly a maior faccor i in 


the result. 
Liberals’ Wild Campaign 

* Another and probably mere 
minor factor was the widespread 
revulsion against the ‘campaign 
conducted by. the Liberal leader— 
the wild promises, the exaggerated 
claims, and the irresponsible and 
often . contradictory statements 
he made. Many people voted 
against Thomson and i in many con- 
stituencies that meant a vote for 
the Frost government rather than 
for the C.C.F, Undoubtedly it was 
a contributing factor in the loss of 
18 C.C.F. seats to the Progressive 
Conservatives. The -one Liberal 
gain from the C.C.F. in Windsor re- 
sulted frém a particular loral 


situation in which the popular 
Mayor of ‘Windsor ran as_ the
